Practically every stand of white I 
pine trees in Clarion county, Penn- I 
Sylvania, is infected 
with 
blister 
rust, a deadly fungus disease, ac­ 
cording to reports received by the 
departm ent of forests and water* 
from foresters investigating conch- | 
tions. 
Tile blister rust, 
according 
to 
state forestry officials, is a disease 
somewhat similar to tile chestnut 
blight which killed all the chest­ 
nut trees in the state, except th at 
the blister rust can be controlled. 
The disease does not spread from 
one pine tree to another, but can 
only spread from white pine to the 
under surfaces of tile 
leaves 
of 
gooseberry 
and 
currant 
plants* 
known botanically as

PLASTIC BEAUTY 


I 
KNOW of no source from which man can learn so much, as from na­ 
ture in its wild and natural state. There is such a silence of existence 
about the tiniest flower—and such an understanding of the rule and law 
of life. 
As we animate and humanize the grass of the field and the flower 
of the meadow or garden, we learn to love them and to feel a kinship 
that enters the rcaftn of the divine. Take the rose, for instance. Weeks 
to rise from the ground and to leaf and bud—then to open in beauty to 
the world, to kiss the light of the sun, and then so soon to lose its velvety 
softness and color and to drop its substance again to the earth—having 
performed its mission—and content. 
There seems to be such a fitness to all the creations of this earth, a 
mingling of understanding between each flower and rock, each stream or 
water-fall! 
Man adapts the wonderful designs of the flower as his own and in 
our wonderful tapestries, rugs and carpentry, the flower’s life again ap­ 
pears to carry on its tradition of beauty. What a droll world without the 
inspiration that is forever rising up all about us—so much of it merely 
scented by the many. 
In summer there are the designs of the leaf and flower—endless iii 
their reach toward perfection of arrangement.

plus depreciation, for the taxable 
year amounted to $800, and the car 
was used three-fourths of the time 
for business and the balance of the 
time for pleasure, the allowable de­ 
duction for federal income-tax pur­ 
poses would be $600. 
If a law which imposes a tax on 
gasoline shows that the tax is im­ 
posed on the consumer and not on 
the dealer, the consumer may de­ 
duct as a tax, for federal income- 
tax purposes, the amount of the 
gasoline tax paid by him; but the 
taxpayer must have kept records of 
the payment of such taxes in order 
that the deduction may be substan­ 
tiated as is required by the law and 
the regulations. The federal gaso­ 
line tax imposed by section 617 of 
the revenue act of 1932 is not de­ 
ductible by the consumer. A tax­ 
payer may ascertain whether the 
gasoline tax imposed by a state is 
deductible by the consumer or by 
the dealer by addressing an inquiry 
to the collector of internal revenue 
for his district. 
In any case where the gasoline 
purchased is used for business pur­ 
poses the tax may be added to tile 
cost of the gasoline and deducted 
as a business expense; but where 
that is done, the gasoline tax can­ 
not be deducted separately’ under 
the item of taxes.

An eight-point herd health pro­ 
gram for dairymen is being recom­ 
mended to all practicing veterina­ 
rians and herd owners in Pennsyl­ 
vania, Dr. T. E. Munce, director of 
the bureau of animal industry in 
the 
Pennsylvania department 
of 
agriculture. This program includes 
the fblowing: 
1. Consider the health of your 
herd as being equal if not of more 
importance to breeding, production 
and marketing.

Familiarize yourself with and 
utilize the official plans and pro­ 
cedures 
developed for 
preventing 
and 
controllin transmissible 
dis­ 
eases of cattle. 
3. Have the health of herd de­ 
termined 
and 
all diseased cattle’ 
promptly removed. 
4. Clean and disinfect thorough­ 
ly the premise occupied by the dis­ 
eased cattle and frequently there­ 
after. 
5. 
Carry out diligently proper 
sanitary 
and 
strict 
disease pre­ 
ventive measures. 
6. 
Install 
a good 
system for 
keeping accurate health and breed­ 
ing records. 
7. Keep in close touch with your 
veterinarian and the district agent- 
in-charge for the bureau of ani­ 
mal industry to the end that they 
will be In better position to help 
yolk 
8. 
Assume the responsibilities and 
duties which are properly yours in 
Oder 
to keep your herd free of 
disease. 
There is no person in better po­ 
sition to safeguard the health of 
the farm herd than the owner or 
manager who is constantly on the 
premises. It is his job and he should 
take the task seriously. The state 
must not be expected to 
assume 
fully a responsibility so 
largely 
that of the individual owner, Dr 
Munce asserts.
